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UVic program extends to William Head 


The UVic educational program for prison¬ 
ers, the only one of its kind in Canada 
which enables a student to obtain a B.A. 
degree while serving time behind bars, is 
expanding. 

The federal government, which spon¬ 
sors the program, this summer awarded a 
new contract to the program to begin offer¬ 
ing courses at William Head Institution in 
Metchosin, in addition to its offerings at 
Kent supermaximum security institution 
at Agassiz and Matsqui Institution in 
Abbotsford. 

The initial enrolment of 25 students at 
William Head is unexpectedly high, says 
Henry Hoekema, program resident coordi¬ 
nator. Enrolment was expected to start at 
about 10 per cent — or 10 to 15 students — of 
the inmate population. 

Enrolment is voluntary. Matsqui has a 
record enrolment this year of 103 students. 

The program, currently called the UVic 
program at Abbotsford and Agassiz, began 
in 1972 as an experiment resulting from the 
work of UVic doctoral graduate Dr. T.A.A. 
Parlett, now regional administrator for 
education and training (Pacific) with the 
Corrections Service of Canada and Dr. J. 
Douglas Ayers, of UVic’s Education 


Faculty, now the program co-ordinator. 

According to the educators involved, the 
experiment was based on the theory that 
moral reasoning usually follows cognitive 
development. Studying liberal arts courses 
would encourage inmates lacking in cogni¬ 
tive development, moral reasoning and 
social skills to think about their percep¬ 
tions of themselves and the world, and to 
compare their perceptions with those of 
others. 

According to the theory, the social skills 
of prisoners would develop through the 
interaction with the university staff. 

The experiment, conducted with a grant 
from the Donner Foundation supple¬ 
mented by funds from the Canadian Cor¬ 
rections Service and UVic, took place at 
B.C. Penitentiary (BCP) in New Westmins¬ 
ter and Matsqui and was termed a success. 
Consequently, the program was awarded a 
contract in Sept. 1972 to begin offering 
courses at BCP and a year later at Matsqui. 

Hoekema points out that the program is 
unique, and it works. In a study comparing 
the recidivism rate of two matched groups 
of prison inmates, inmates participating in 
a minimum of eight months in the program 
had a recidivism rate of 14 per cent. The 


rate was 53 per cent for the matched group. 
(“Effects of University of Victoria Pro¬ 
gram: A Post Release Study”, Douglas 
Ayers, Stephen Duguid, Catherine Mon¬ 
tague, Sonia Wolowidnyk, 1980) 

At William Head, lower level university 
courses are being offered as well as prepar¬ 
atory upgrading in English, Math and 
Science for Grade 12 equivalency. This fall 
the university level course selection 
includes Study Skills, English 099, English 
115, English 121 and Philosophy 100. In 
the spring, courses planned include Study 
Skills, English 099, English 115, English 
122 and Psychology 100. 

Originally, only first and second year 
courses were offered at BCP and Matsqui. 
In 1976, the course range was enlarged to 
include third and fourth year courses, 
allowing students to complete Bachelor of 
Arts degrees. During the 1979-80 academic 
year lower level courses were offered at 
Mountain Institution in Agassiz and Mis¬ 
sion Institution in Mission. The program 
transferred from BCP to Kent in the spring 
session 1980 just prior to the closedown of 
BCP. 

The total number of UVic grads from 
the program is nine. In addition, two 


transfer students received their B.A. 
degrees from the University of Saskatche¬ 
wan after completing their degree require¬ 
ments with UVic courses. 

Henry Hoekema has been an instructor 
at both BCP and Matsqui and was assist¬ 
ant coordinator at Matsqui before moving 
to William Head. Dr. Paul Monette is 
instructing Math and Science for the Wil¬ 
liam Head upgrading courses and Dr. 
Richard Simpson is instructing Philo¬ 
sophy 100. 

Hoekema explains the program is excep¬ 
tional in that it is the first time within a 
prison setting that the inmates are allowed 
to make both academic and life choices and 
live with them. He points out that the pro¬ 
gram is not so interested in cranking out 
graduates as in stimulating students to 
start thinking about themselves and others 
in relation to the world around them. 

If students leave prison and never 
return, the program has accomplished 
what it set out to do, he says. 

The on-campus office for the program 
operates out of Room B314 in the Clearihue 
Building. 


Chinese scholar donates 
collection to UVic 



An extensive private library of up to 10,000 volumes, sufficient for the basic research needs of 
students doing studies in classical Chinese at the Masters level, has been donated to UVic by Dr. 
Chen T’ieh-Fan. The collection spans centuries of Chinese writings, and includes out-of-print 
books and traditionally bound volumes which could not be purchased anywhere. “This is a great 
boon for our Centre,” says Jan Walls, Director of Pacific and Chinese Studies at UVic, who became 
acquainted with Dr. Chen while they were both doing research at the University of British 
Columbia. During an interview conducted partly in English and partly in Mandarin Chinese with 
Walls acting as interpreter, Dr. Chen indicated that it was because of Walls' presence at UVic and 
the creation of a Centre for Pacific and Oriental Studies here that he decided to donate his library 
to this university. He was on the faculty at University of Malaya for 13 years and for two years at 
Nanyang University in Singapore before c on ting to live in Richmond, B.C. where he is continu¬ 



ing his research into the history of the Chinese in the southeast Asia countries of Brunei, 
Singapore and Malaysia. He has arranged for volumes to be sent to UVic from locations around 
over the world. The collection includes art, history, literature and classical poetry books, a modern 
edition of the complete set of the official dynastic history of China going back to the Second 
Century, and stone rubbings from tombstones illustrating some of the earliest examples of 
Chinese writing in southeast Asia extant outside of China today. The books are now arriving at the 
Centre for Pacific and Oriental Studies where they will be classified. Ultimately they will be stored 
in the McPherson Library where they will be accessible to students. Pictured is Dr. Chen exhibit¬ 
ing a particularly elegant example of parallel Chinese writing, plates of food vessels from the early 
dynasties from an illustrated art volume, and the underside of a tortoise carapace, 
used in divination practised in China 3,500 years ago.

Grads keep 
coming 

Substantial annual increases in 
graduate enrolments have been the 
norm at UVic for the past three 
years and the trend is the same in 
most graduate schools across the 
country, says UVic Director of 
Graduate Registration and Records 
Latif Ghobrial. 

For the past three years, UVic's 
annual graduate enrolment 
increase has been approximately 15 
per cent, Ghobrial says, remarking 
on figures showing that enrolments 
are up again this year by at least 
14.5 per cent, with 564 students 
compared to 492 last year. 

"The increases have not been in 
one particular area of study. They 
are across the board. Students are 
coming from government, teach¬ 
ing, industry and many are coming 
directly from university," he says. 

"My hunch is that since the econ¬ 
omy isn't absorbing students, their 
first preference is to go back to 
school and take courses. And work¬ 
ing students find that educational 
advancement is the best way to 
improve their positions." 


First speaker 
has spoken 

Dr. David R. Stronck, of the Social and 
Natural Sciences Department in the 
Faculty of Education, became the first 
member of the new UVic Speakers Bureau 
to address a community group when he 
spoke to the Royal Oak Lions Club Sept. 17. 

Stronck told the Ring, before deadline 
Sept. 16, that his talk is titled "Crisis in 
Energy Resources" and is supplemented by 
a slide presentation. It offers various solu¬ 
tions to deal with the current energy crisis, 
gives statistics describing the general 
international energy problems, and con¬ 
cludes with a detailed description of "four 
reasonable options to the energy crisis for 
British Columbia residents."

Stronck came to UVic two years ago 
from the program in general biology at 
Washington State University. He received 
his Masters degree in biological sciences 
and Doctorate in science education from 
Oregon State University, taught science 
courses at the secondary school level for 
eight years, and at university for 10 years, 
at Washington State and in the Depart¬ 
ment of Science Education at Oregon State. 

He is the co-author of several books on 
curriculum materials, the author of more 
than 60 articles, and one of the authors of 
Energy and Man's Environment, a text¬ 
book in wide use throughout the Northwest 
United States. 

Stronck is one of more than 100 faculty 
and staff members who have volunteered 
to speak to community groups on up to 300 
different topics through the new commun¬ 
ity service, which is being operated by 
Information Services.

Morgan 

Union president wants 
wages upped, dental 
plan 


Liliane Morgan, the new president of local 
951 of the Canadian Union of Public 
Employees (CUPE) at UVic, is new to the 
union movement. 

The 33-year-old secretary II in the Edu¬ 
cation Faculty was elected president to the 
largest local on campus, representing 
about 450 inside workers, last April. (The 
other local, 917, represents outside 
workers.) 

Morgan succeeds former president and 
UVic employee Edna Kowalchuk who had 
held the union post for eight years. 

Although Morgan had been a union 
member during her five years as clerk- 
typist and secretary at UVic, she had never 
been actively involved in union activities 
until she agreed to become a shop steward 
last December. 

She enlarged during a recent interview 
held during her lunch break in the MacLau- 
rin Building. 

"I was really ignorant of what a shop 
steward did at first, but I went to a shop 
steward weekend course on campus and 
found it really interesting." 

Later came a week-long conference of 
the Canadian Labor Congress at Harrison 
Hot Springs, and Morgan decided that 
union activity was for her. 

"I met the nicest people. I always had 
the impression that union types were radi¬ 
cal, but found that they are just ordinary 
people like you and me. I am a worker. My 
parents were workers. Everyone is — even 
faculty." 

She was "very surprised" when she was 
elected president of local 951, but her plan 
now is to get on with the job. 

"I think we could be stronger at UVic. 
People here have always felt 'nothing can 
be done. We’ll take what we can get'. We 
have really got behind. We are way behind 
the British Columbia Government 
Employees Union (BCGEU)... as a recent 
article in the newspaper pointed out, uni¬ 
versity employees tend to be behind and 
drag the public sector down. I’d like the 
members to get involved. If they do, we can 
accomplish a lot." 

Morgan’s main concerns as CUPE pres¬ 
ident are wages and the lack of a dental 
plan for university employees. 

"Wages are the most important thing. 
Definitely we have to upgrade wages," she 
says, pointing to salary figures in Port 
Albemi which indicate that a clerk typist 
working for the school board in that city 
now earns more than a secretary II at 
UVic. 

She is pleased by the removal of the 'No 
strike, no lockout' clause from her union’s 
present contract agreement. "It’s removal 


occurred before my election but I fully sup¬ 
port it. We have had nothing to bargain 
with. Now we can go on strike — we can 
withhold our services." 

Although the present contract expires 
March 31, 1981, Morgan expects bargain¬ 
ing to begin in January and she will be 
acting as a member of the union negotiat¬ 
ing committee. 

She will be pressing for a dental plan, as 
well as substantial wage increases. 

"It’s high time we had one. The govern¬ 
ment pays full dental and medical premi¬ 
ums. Here, they pay half (of the medical 
premium). 

Morgan says UVic has a large number 
of single parent employees who are particu¬ 
larly affected by the absence of a dental 
plan. 

"It’s especially hard on single parents. 
It will have to be something that we bar¬ 
gain for, but I think the administration at 
UVic think it’s something we should have. 
There is a general trend to have dental 
plans all over government. I think we are 
one of the few places that doesn’t have 
one." 

Originally from France, Morgan came 
to Victoria as a young child and moved to 
Hawaii to live and work when she was 21. 
She was in Hawaii for seven years before 
returning. In spite of her union concerns, 
she is far from discQntented with life on 
this island. Asked why she returned from 
Hawaii, she answered quickly. 

"Believe it or not, this is the nicest 
place." 


Vikes get set 

The UVic Vikings, intercollegiate basket¬ 
ball champions of Canada, began training 
camp this week for the 1980-81 season 
under the watchful eye of coach Ken 
Shields. 

Shields was expecting between 20 to 30 
prospective Vikings to show up for the first 
practice Sept. 15 and by today expected to 
cut the squad down to 13 or 14 players. 

"At the end of the first week we should 
have a pretty good idea of how the team is 
shaping up," he said. 

Shields plans to hold two-hour practices 
five days a week to prepare for the begin¬ 
ning of the Canada West University 
Athletic Association (CWUAA) season in 
November. 

Shields, known for his no-nonsense, 
intense practice sessions, said the work¬ 
outs will start off slowly. "It won’t be a 
concentration camp." 


This year’s Vikings will be missing six 
players from the 1979-80 Canadian cham¬ 
pions, including Reni Dolcetti, Chris Hebb, 
Ian Hyde-Lay, Billy Loos, Tom Narbe- 
shuber and Mickey Welder. Five have 
either graduated or used up their university 
basketball eligibility while Narbeshuber is 
sitting out a year of basketball. 

Shields is aware that the Vikes will have 
to play very well to defend their CWUAA 
and Canadian crowns. "Because we are the 
champions, other teams won’t have any 
problems getting up to play us," he said. 
"We’ll have to be ready." 


BOG Briefs 

The UVic Board of Governors (BOG) met 
Sept. 15 in the Board and Senate 
Chambers in University Centre. Vice- 
chairman Hugh Stevens took the chair in 
the absence of chairman Mr. J.D. Cunliffe. 
Stevens said Cunliffe is well on the way to 
recovery following recent surgery, and will 
be attending the October meeting. Dr. 
John Schofield (Economics) was welcomed 
to his first meeting as a board member. 

Highlights of the open meeting included: 
A tribute to the late Dr. Michael 
Pearce, former chairman of the physics 
department. President Dr. Howard Petch 
paid tribute to Pearce’s outstanding contri¬ 
bution to UVic, particularly during the 
period of development of TRIUMF, where 
he served as associate director in the star¬ 
tup phase of the project. He described 
Pearce as a fine musician, a very good 
scientist and a warm human being. A copy 
of the minute will be sent to Mrs. Pearce. 

Noting of a letter concerning David 
Thompson University Center from 
Minister of Education Brian Smith, to 
Petch. “I am grateful to your Board and 
Senate and to you in particular for the lead¬ 
ership and cooperation you have shown in 
furthering the development of David 
Thompson University Center,” wrote 
Smith. He noted that the next step is a 
mission statement on DTUC agreed to by 
Selkirk College and UVic, the two institu¬ 
tions currently offering programs at the 
center. The mission statement “will 
directly impinge upon the level of govern¬ 
ment financing required to operate the 
Center over the next five years,” Smith 
added. 

Noting of a letter to the Universities 
Council of British Columbia (UCBC) 
concerning Discovery Park. A letter to 
Dr. William Gibson, Chairman of UCBC 
from acting president of Discovery Parks 
Incorporated, Allan Crawford states that 
agreement in principle between Discovery 
Parks, Inc. and UVic has been reached, 
subject to ratification by the BOG for 
establishment of a Discovery Complex in 
the proposed Life Science Building at 
UVic. President Petch told the BOG that 
the agreement calls for 27,000 square feet 
of the proposed to be assigned for use as a 
Discovery Complex. The space would be 
leased at rates comparable to commercial 
lab and office space. Petch told the Board 
that it is urgent that an answer on the 
request for authorization to proceed on the 
Life Science building be received soon. 
Presentation of the University of Vic¬ 
toria Annual Financial Statement for 
the year ending March 31, 1980. In 
reply to questions from student governor 
Paul Sandhu (Public Administration) 
regarding unspent student award moneys 
carried over to the following year, Vice 
President Finance, Bob McQueen said the 
money was necessary for such items as 
graduate student grants that would likely 
be extended. Since the figures represent 
money available on a one-time only basis, 
it is necessary to hold some funds to ensure 
the extension of graduate student grants, 
he explained. Sandhu also requested an 
explanation of the placing of $661,000 in 
an unappropriated general purpose fund, 
of which $183,000 was derived from stu¬ 
dent fees. McQueen noted that the total 
amount was derived from interest rates on 
short term investments and fees that were 
higher than budgeted for last year. 
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Part-timers 

increase 

Part-time students make up the major part 
of enrolment increases recorded at UVic 
this year, according to figures released 
Sept. 15 by Administrative Registrar Gord 
Smiley. 

At the end of the first week of classes, 
the total number of students registered was 
7,892, a total increase of 225 students (2.9 j 
per cent) compared to the same last year. 

Of these, 173 are part-time students and 
52 are full-time. 

“The increase in full-time students is 
down and the increase in part-time stu- ) 
dents is up,” says Sniiley. “But the 
increase in full-time is in the right place. 

There are 78 more full-time students in ! 
year one than last year. This gives us a 
better base to build on in future.” 

Spread across the faculties, there is 
about an eight per cent increase in part- 
time students and a one per cent increase 
in full-time, he reports. 

The only faculty where enrolments are 
down (about 14 per cent) is Education. 
However, late off-campus part-time regis¬ 
tration due to late mailing of materials, 
may affect figures for that faculty in par¬ 
ticular, he points out. 

Altogether “we’re better off than I 
thought. Our numbers are about back to a 

where we left off,” says Smiley, referring to 
a report he made to the UVic Senate Sept. 

10 regarding the possible implications of 
lower late registration figures. 


At the Senate 

The 174th meeting of the UVic Senate was i 

held Sept. 10 in the Senate and Board Room f 

of University Centre. During the 45-minute 
meeting, Dr. Sam Scully (Classics) was 
elected by acclamation to the position of J 
Senate vice-chairman, to succeed outgoing jj 
vice-chairman Dr. Norma Mickelson (Edu¬ 
cation). Dr. Bill Gordon (Mathematics) was 
nominated to stand for election but 
declined. 

Eligibility of part-time students for 
full-time student Senate positions was 
the subject of the most lengthy debate of 
the evening. Discussion centered around 
the situation of student Senator Lorraine 
Osselton who is holding a full-time student a 
Senate position while she is registered in \ 
six units of coursework for the winter ses¬ 
sion. Osselton took three units during 
Summer Session and expressed her inten¬ 
tion to take six more units during May and 
June of 1981. Current rules for student 
membership call for full-time positions to 
be filled by students taking 15 units of cour¬ 
sework. Osselton told Senate that, accord¬ 
ing to the rules, it was "clear to her" that by 
taking 15 units altogether between July 1 
and June 30 she qualified as a full-time 
student for Senate membership. "I think 
Senate’s intention was that students would 
make units up in the preceding summer, 
not following the winter term," said UVic 
President and Senate chairman Dr. How¬ 
ard Petch. "I checked out the regulations 
quite thoroughly when I ran and thought it 
was quite clear. I think it’s a little unfair," 
said Osselton. "But it’s quite clear that 
you’re not enrolled full time," said Petch. 
Senate voted to refer the matter to the 
agenda and procedures committee for clari¬ 
fication and for a recommendation to be 
made at the October meeting. The regula¬ 
tion also affects student Mark Beduz who 
was elected to a full-time student Senate 
position. Beduz is taking nine units. He 
handed in his resignation, effective mid¬ 
night. prior to the meeting. 

The move by the Law Faculty to the 
new Begbie Building is behind sche- 3 
dule said Petch, who explained that the 
delay in completion of construction began 
with a late delivery of structural steel.

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Student jobs available 

$10,000 work -study increase 

UVic has received $170,000 from the provincial Ministry of Labour to fund up 
to 188 part-time student jobs under the winter work-study program, beginning 
this month. This is $10,000 more than the university received for the program 
last year. 

The university had applied to the government for $235,000 to fund up to 250 
jobs in 1980-81, but Director of Student and Ancillary Services Ted Sawchuck 
stresses that he is not disappointed with the amount received. 

Sawchuck, whose department is responsible for campus work-study organ¬ 
ization and liaison, says "We have been getting progressively more money 
every year. We have been fortunate. The government has been co-operative." 

Up to 246 work-study positions are posted in the Canada Employment 
Centre in University Centre. Although there are more jobs posted than the 
university has money to fund, past experience indicates this will not cause a 
problem, says Sawchuck. 

"I’m gambling that there will be enough unplaced positions for it to work 
out. Out of 246 postings this year, we expect to place up to 175." 

Some jobs don't get filled because they require special skills and there are 
not always students seeking work who can meet the skill requirements as well 
as the financial aid eligibility requirements for these positions, Sawchuck 
explains. 

To apply for work-study jobs, students must be eligible for both the Canada 
Student Loan program and the British Columbia Student Grant. When these 
two programs are inadequate for a student’s financial needs, he pr she may 
seek work under the work-study program. 

In other circumstances, a student may apply for the work-study program if 
he or she wishes to. work instead of taking out government loans. 

The Student Financial Aid Office in University Centre screens candidates 
and determines who is eligible to apply for work-study. 

The jobs posted pay up to $5 per hour to a maximum of $900, and cover a 
diverse range of interests and abilities. A random glance at the job board last 
week took in postings for student assistant in the Chaplains Service, student 
manager for rowing teams to assist in practice sessions and in competition, 
technical positions in evironmental studies, research assistants for various 
academic departments, an herbarium assistant, a musical co-ordinator for 
the UVic Follies, a reporter for the Ring, reporter for Athletics and Recrea¬ 
tional Services and many others. 

Job requirements range from a basic level of skills to a fair amount of 
experience, says Jenni Jennings, employment counsellor at the Canada 
Employment Centre. 

"The jobs are not moving enormously quickly. We still find ourselves 
filling interesting positions in late October and November. Sometimes even in 
the early months of the spring there are jobs. 

"Students shouldn’t panic and think that if they don’t get here in the first 
week of September they won’t get a job." 

The Employment Centre also posts part-time positions for students not 
applying under the work-study program, Jennings adds.

Dr. Louis Costa has been appointed chairman 
of the Department of Psychology from Sept. 16 
to June 30, 1985.

He holds a baccalaureate from City Col¬ 
lege of New York and a doctorate from Colum¬ 
bia. Costa says he will strive for a balance 
between excellent undergraduate and gradu¬ 
ate programs. Psychology now has one of tbe 
largest graduate programs at UVic. He is a spe¬ 
cialist in clinical neuropsychology. 

Kim Tweed, who studies French and German at 
UVic, was the winner of the Second Annual 
Arne O. Lindberg German Essay Contest orga¬ 
nized by the Washington State University’s 
Department of Foreign Languages and Litera¬ 
ture for undergraduate students in German. 
Her Essay on Exupery’s, Der kleine Prinz (“Ein 
Buch fur unsere Zeit”) was awarded first prize 
($100.00 and a Certificate of Achievement). 




Dr. Martin Collis (Physical Education), UVic’s 
well-known singing jogger whose album Fit to 
Sing was a best seller with physical education 
instructora and fitness addicts last year, is tak¬ 
ing a one year unpaid leave of absence from 
teaching duties at UVic.

Dear Sir/Madam: 

I was distressed by your September 12 
report on Dr. Joel Newman’s survey of UVic 
graduates. You claim that the survey shows 
“that the popular myth about a university 
degree being of little value in finding a job is just 
that—a myth.” As far as I can tell from your 
report, it shows no such thing, 

I would like to think that people who choose 
to go to university and succeed in graduating 
are on the whole more intelligent, harder work¬ 
ing and more ambitious than those who do not. 
It is at least a reasonable hypothesis that this is 
so. It is also a reasonable hypothesis that 
unemployment is lower among able, ambitious, 
and diligent people than among others. Thus, 
the higher rate of employment among univer¬ 
sity graduates may be wholly or partly the effect 
of differences in ability and character, rather 
than of the receipt of university degrees. It also 
seems likely that part of the difference revealed 
by Dr. Newman’s survey is an effect of social 
class. The university attracts a disproportion¬ 
ately large number of students from the upper 
strata of society, in which unemployment is not 
so severe a problem as it is at the lower levels. In 


view of this, we should be extremely careful 
about drawing any conclusions from the fact 
that university graduates appear to do better 
than their peers in the employment .market. 

There are many good reasons for attending 
university, and we do not need to invent bad 
ones. It is certainly true that a university degree 
is required or preferred for many of the best 
jobs available. Whether there is a more general 
preference among employers for university 
graduates per se could only be determined by a 
more carefully controlled study than the one 
you report. Indeed, reports such as yours which 
purport to show that we know more than we do 
about the material benefits of education do 
more harm than good, for they suggest that 
university representatives are prepared to 
abandon the canons of evidence to make pro¬ 
paganda for higher enrolments. However desir¬ 
able those enrolments may be, they should 
hardly be pursued at the expense of the univer¬ 
sity’s integrity.

Professor Julius Kane, a professor in the 
department of Zoology and the Institute of 
Animal Resource Ecology at the University of 
British Columbia, has been suspended by UBC 
pending the outcome of a process which could 
result in his dismissal for cause. Kane was con-, 
victed in county court in June of theft of funds 
from a government research grant and was 
fined $5,000. UBC president Doug Kenny 
initiated the proceedings for termination of 
Kane’s appointment and has relieved him of 
duties until the matter has been decided. He 
took the action after a review of the transcript of 
Kane’s trial. Under the terms of the agreement 
between UBC and the UBC Faculty Associa¬ 
tion, Kane has been asked to meet with Kenny 
to discuss the matter of his dismissal. If Kenny 
decided to proceed with termination for cause, 
Kane would have 30 days in which to request a 
three-person hearing on the issue. A hearing 


committee decision would be binding. Should 
Kane not request a hearing, his appointment 
with UBC would automatically be terminated.
